Covington County Sheriff's’ 
deputies report that their de- 
partment has no leads at this 
time in the shooting death of 
Rex Carnley, a 43-year-old 
merchant whose body was dis- 
covered Monday by a custo- 
mer at his grocery store on 
U.S. 84. 


Carnley was found lying in 
& pool of blood about 6 a.m. 
when a customer came into his 
store. in a manner remini- 
scent of the recent shooting 
of James L. (Junior) Counts, 
the victim had several gunshot 
wounds to the head and there 
was evidence that a robbery 
had taken place. 

A small caliber weapon is 

believed to have been used in 


the murder. Information about 
the direction from which the 
victim was shot is not being 
released by authorities at this 
time. 

An autopsy is being con- 
ducted on the victim, who re- 
sided about two miles from 
‘town. Findings will be made 
known in a week to 60 days, 


according to Sheriff's deputies. 


It has not been determined 


whether Carnley was killed 
during the night or if the 
shooting occurred when he 


opened his store Monday morn- 
ing. 

An around-the-clock inves- 
tigation is continuing into the 
case, but so far there have been 
no leads discovered inthe case, 
deputies said.

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Timber Contracts Should Be Precise

First and foremost, no con- 
tract is worth the paper it is 
written on, unless both parties 
enter into it truthfully and 
with the intentions to fulfill 
the contract fully. 

Listed below are some things 
that should be included in the 
contract: 

1. The names andaddresses 
of both parties. 

2. The date and place the 
contract is signed. 

3. Guarantee of the owner- 
ship of the timber, who pays 
the taxes or other fixed char- 


ges, permission for the lpgger 
to enter and leave the property 
during the time of the contract. 

4. Locations and legal des- 
criptions of the property. 

5. Descriptions of timber to 
be sold. What trees are includ- 
ed in the sale and the system 
of marking to be used; also 
who is to do the marking. 

6. Conditions of payment 
whether it is cash sum, down 
payment or installments, by 
the cord or thousand or piece, 
if it is crossties or posts. 

7. Cutting rules and regula- 
tions, including the beginning 
and expiration dates of cutting 


BORERS 
I see a lot of peach and 
plum trees that are heavily 

fested with the peach tree 
vorer. This worm is some- 
times very difficult to con- 
trol. The borer is probably 
the main reason peach trees 
weaken and die after two or 
three years. Evidence of borer 
damage is a jelly-like sub- 
stance near the base of the 
trees and some of the lower 
limbs. 

Two treatments of Thiodan 
should be used about two weeks 
apart in August and early 
September. Follow the dir- 
actions on the container in mak- 
ing the application. The farm 
supply stores either have this 
material on hand or can get 
it for yeu. If you want to 
control the peach tree borer, 
it is absolutely necessary to 
put on at least two treatments. 
If you have questions, call me 
at 894-5596. 


INSECT CONTROL 

Some of the better worm 
control insecticides for pea- 
auts may become in short 
supply in the days ahead. In 
fact, in many cases, shortages 
already exist. Coffee County 
farmers are intensely inter- 
ested in protecting this pea- 
nut crop the rest of the way. 

Dr. John French, our in- 
sect specialist at Auburn, told 
me that a heavy infestation 
is expected the last two weeks 
ig August. He also pointed out 
some materials that wedo not 
ordinarily recommend may 
need to be used to control 
worms. Some ofthese materials 
are Toxaphene at the rate of 
2 pounds per acre plus | pound 
of Sevin. Another combination 
is 2 pounds Toxaphene plus 1 
pound Malathion. 

We may have to go to some 
less desirable materials to 
keep worms down as much as 
possible. No doubt about it -- 
the next two weeks are going 
to be critical in controiling 
these insects. 


COASTAL BERMUDA 
Dairymen and beef cattle 
producers who are grazing 
Coastal Bermuda or saving it 
for hay have a real problem 
in controlling worms. Many 
of the materials we recommend 
for the control of worms in 
peanuts are not cleared for 
use on grass. Where worms 
are a problem we recommend 
Dylox at the rate of 1 pound 
per acre sprayed onpastures. 
Dylox comes in 80% wettable 
powder or 50% wettable pow- 
der. -If you use the 80%, you 
would need to use about 1-1/4 
pounds of the material. If

you use 50%, you would need 
to use 2 pounds of the product. 

Dylox can be used and the 
pasture can be grazed or cut. 
for hay immediately. Be sure 
to mix this material in 15-20 
gallons of water per acre. The 
taller the grass the more 
water you need to use. If 
the grass has just been cut, 
you can get by with just 10 
gallons. 

Methyl parathion at 3/4 
pound (about 1 pint) per acre 
has some activity against 
worms. You must wait 15 
days from the time you spray 
until you graze or cut the grass 
for hay. In some fields using 
at least 2 pounds actual Sevin 
per acre may control the worms 
in Coastal. We have gotten 
mixed reports on its effective- 
ness. 


VOLUNTEER LEADERS 

Extension agents Sandra 
Coffey and Arthur Mann and 
others will be looking for volun- 
teer leaders to work with 4-H 
Club during the school year. 
The volunteer program has 
been in effect now about 5 
years, and we are greatly 
pleased with the results. [n 
fact, there is more participa 
tion and interest in 4-H Club 
work than ever before. We 
attribute this to the good 
leaders, teachers and princi- 
pals who are providing oppor- 
tunities for our Coffee County 
young people.

SNAKES 
The past 20 years I have 
seen more rattlesnakes in 


August and early September 
than any other month of the 
year. I saw a large one the 
other day on the Elba-Samson 
Highway about 3 miles south 
of Elba. There is something 
about their traveling habits 
where they are much more 
visible this time of the, year. 

Be extremely careful 
around lumber piles, old rock 
beds, in peanut fields and 
other areas where weeds are 
abundant. Be careful in the 
clean places around your house, 
too. A few years back a neigh- 
bor of mine had a rattlesnake 
crawl right in the back yard 
within six feet of them. If you 
go out at night now, it would 
be mighty wise to take a flash- 
light with you. Even though 
your yard and driveway might 
be as clean as a whistle, a 
snake could be out there

Worm Population Is 


increasing In County

Unusually heavy populations 
of armyworms (primarily the 
fall armyworm) are occurring 
throughout Coffee County as a 
result of heavy armyworm moth 
flights and egg laying that be- 
gins approximately 2 weeks 
earlier. Well cared for, highly 
fertilized grasses are more 
heavily attacked than grasses 
with low fertility. Armyworm 
moths seek out grasses with 
a high level of nitrogen to lay 
their eggs on. 

Appearance ofthe fall army- 
worm in these numbers is 2 to 
3 weeks earlier than usual. The 
moths lay about 1,000 pinkish- 
white eggs in clumps of 100- 
150 and are generally some- 
what more prolific than true 
armyworms which lay a total 
of around 500 greenish-white 
eggs. Fall armyworms re- 
semble the true armyworms 
but differ greatly in their feed- 
ing habits in that the true army- 
worm is pretty much limited 
to the grass family, while 
fall armyworms will feed on 
just anything available. We 
can expect heavy populations 
from now until the latter part 
of September. 

Adults of the fall army- 
worm are light brown moths 
with a wingspread of about 1/2 
inch. The caterpillars are 
approximately 1-1/2 inches 
long when mature. When first 
hatched, fall armyworm lar- 
vae are grayish-green with a 
stripe along their sides. When 
approaching maturity, they are 
pale brown to black with 
large stripes along their sides. 
On the front of their head is 
a yellow inverted ‘‘Y’’ marking. 
The length of the life cycle is 
5 to 6 weeks. The eggs are 
laid at night and hatch in about 
5 days. The larvae (cater-- 
pillars or ‘‘worms’’) become 
full-grown in about 20 days, 
and then enter the soil to 
change into pupae. The inact-, 
ive pupal stage lasts about, 
10 days. After the moth emer-, 
ges from the pupal cases, they, 
usually migrate northward and, 
often fly many miles before the 
females lay eggs. The fall 
armyworm may have as many 
as six generations a year in 
the Gulf states, but does not 
survive the winter farther 
north. 

Armyworm injury is usually 
not noticed on lawns and turf- 
grasses until extremely heavy 
populations occur, as is the 
case at present. The newly 
hatched larvae are unable to 
bite out pieces of grass, but 
only scrape away grass cells 
from one side of the grass 
blade leaving a colorless, mem- 
braneous area at the tip of the 
grass blade. As the caterpil- 
lars become larger, they chew 
the grasses back severely. 
Heavy populations may com- 
pletely clean all emerging 
grass blades back to the soil. 

To check lawns or turf- 
grasses for armyworm dam- 


age, examine the grass in the 
off-colored areas for blades 
that have a skeletonized or 
chewed appearance. Small 
pellets of excrement are num- 
erous when insects are pre- 
sent. Armyworms feed during 
the day and may be seen feed- 
ing and crawling over the grass. 

Dursban, diazinon, toxa- 
phene and Sevin have been the 
best materials for control of 
armyworms on lawns and turf- 
grasses. While armyworms 
are relatively easy to kill with 
these insecticides, it has not 
been possible to achieve long 
residual control. with any of 
these materials except Durs- 
ban. Tests indicate that 
Dursban gives good control up 
to 5 weeks. A serious rein- 
festation may occur as soon 
as 2 or 3 weeks after treat- 
ment with the other chemicals 
mentioned. This is often taken 
as an indication by home- 
owners or turfgrass managers 
that the insecticide or the 
sprayman has not done an ade- 
quate job. Several factors 
should be considered and com- 
bined to give a situation where 
long residual control cannot 
be expected. These are: 

1. Armyworm moths con- 
tinually fly in and lay eggs. 

2. Caterpillars which 
emerge from eggs feed on the 
grass blades and tender grow- 
ing points rather than down in 
the turf mat next to the soil 
where residual insecticides are 
most effective. 

3. Insecticides sprayed into 
the blades may be mowed off 
soon after application and new 
leaf surfaces of the fast-grow- 
ing grass have no toxicant on 
them. 

4. Insecticides exposed to 
the weather, especially the sun, 
break down quickly. 

5. Rain and irrigation water 
wash part of the insecticide 
down into the turf mat -- be- 
low the level where army- 
worms feed. 

Therefore, lawns and turf- 
grasses should be watched clo- 
sely and inspected regularly 
for armyworm infestations 
from now through September. 
One of the following insecti- 
‘cides may be used at the rates* 
indicated for armyworms on 
lawns and turfigrasses.

Mayor's Conflict With Council Again Centers Around Police Chief 


The postponed meeting of 
the Elba City Council started 
off slowly, with the approval of 
the minutes of the last meeting, 
and Mayor Bob Folsom talking 
for several minutes about well 
point pumps. However, when 
a councilman interrupted aad 
suggested postponing that dis- 
cussion and hearing the visi- 
tors who were present first, 
the action got very lively. 

First, the council approved 
a request from the rescve squad 
for use of the storage building 
at the old National Guard Ar- 
mory for rescue equipment. 

Then Mayor Folsom re- 
cognized Mrs. J. J. Black and 
Mr. J. J. Black, Jr. Mr. 
Black asked, ‘‘Why the chief 
(Elba Police Chief M. W. 
Johnston) went to the woodyard 
and talked to that ‘‘nigger’’ that 
raped my daughter and didn’t 
arrest him.’’ 

The discussion soon turned 
into a Folsom against everyone 
else debate. Folsom then began 
to question Johnston with ques- 
tions such as: ‘‘Were you at 
Danley Cross Roads’’; ‘‘Were 
you at the pallet mill’; ‘‘were 
you there with a police offi- 
cer’’; ‘‘who was the police of- 
ficer’’; 
was on vacation and you called 
for him to come back here’’; 
‘did he tell you people that he 
had knowledge of who it was’’; 


“did you and him, as soon as 
he arrived in Elba get in a 
police car and go to the pallet 
mill.’’ Folsom then asked John- 
ston to tell him some more 
about it and Johnston said the 
two went out where the sheriff 
was holding the investigation 
and were asked to assist the 
sheriff and we did. Wechecked 
about eleven people that morn- 
ing. We had no idea this man 
was guilty of the rape until 
afterwards or until about 11:15 
when the sheriff produced some 
information that indicated that 
he might be one we wanted. 
Johnston said that on se- 
yeral occasions that he had 
been instructed by the Dis- 
trict Attorney not to discuss 
any evidence in the case. 
Folsom made a statement 
concerning some evidence inthe 
case that the news media had 
been asked not to publish and 
Johnston reminded him it was 
confidential information, and 
Folsom again asked Johnston 
to confirm the evidence, but 
the chief again declined, saying 
the District Attorney hadissued 
him instruction not to discuss 
the case with anyone. That 
particular bit of information 


“is that the man who actually would have strenghten- 


ed Johnston’s position with Fol- 
som, and it is unclear to ob- 
servers why Folsom brought it 
up in the accusing way it was

Folsom said he had talked 
with the city attorney and was 
told the officers should have 
brought the man in or held 
him until the sheriff arrived. 
The city attorney was not pre- 
sent to confirm his statements, 
however, it was revealed later 
that Folsom then talked to the 
District Attorney Lewey Ste- 
phens and Circuit Judge Terry 
Butts and asked them the same 
question. Stephens also was 
not available for comments, 
but someone called Butts, who 
did attend the meeting ‘‘to 
clearify my answer to you(Fol- 
som).”’ 

Johnston told Folsom that un- 
der the law, he had no author- 
ity to pick the man up at that 
time. Folsom admitted that 
he had gotten that same advice 
from Judge Butts. Johnston 
said that if he had arrested 
all eleven people he talked to 
that morning, ‘‘the city would 
have been in the biggest law- 
suit it ever saw.’’ 

The exchange continued 
with Folsom saying first that 
“You (city council members) 
know deep down in your heart 
as well as I do what should ' 
be done,’’ and then again he 
said, ‘‘I have no feelings in 
this matter, I am completely 
neutral.’’ 

_After several attempts by 


Councilman Wayland Sharpiess 
to get the mayor to give a rec- 
ommendation, and Folsom con- 
tinued to say he would follow 
the wishes of the council. Coun- 
cilman Jimmy Wise asked, 
“This came up two weeks ago, 
and why didn't you take any 
action then?’’ Folsom first 
said that there was no quorum 
for a meeting and when Wise 
pointed out that Folsom was 
the mayor and had certain pow- 
ers that he didn’t exercise, 
Folsom commented, ‘‘I took 
action here one time and It 
got low rated and persecuted, 
that I was persecuting the man 
and had it in for him, so | am 
laying it on top of the ta- 
ble for this mayor and coun- : 
cil tonight.’’ Folsom continued 


with, ‘‘We will all take a hand 


tonight.’’ 

Wise again asked Folsom 
why he was wanting the coun- 
cil to take the action when ‘‘Ev- 
eryday you do things without 
consulting the council and things 
this council decides are not 
carried out.’’ When Folsom said 
he had not discussed this with 
anyone, Wise said, ‘‘There is 
no need to say you haven't dis- 
cussed this with other people, 
because I have people everyday 
tell me things when you have 
been talking.”’ 

Folsom acknowledged that 
a lot of people ‘‘tote tales’’ 


and a lot of people in Elba 
don't like Bob Folsom. The: 
mayor again said, ‘‘You arenot 
going to put the rabbit on my 
back again. Bob Folsom doesn’t 
fall in the same trap twice.’ 

After a thirty second pause 
when nothing was said, Coun- 
cilman D. M. English asked 
the chief what the procedure 
was when you go to interview 
someone who is a suspect. 
Johnston said there was no such 
thing as investigative detention 
anymore. 

Johnston noted that the sus- 
pect did not have a beard, as 
was described, nor did he have 
a mustache as was given in the 
description. 

Finally after more discussion, 
the council took a five minute 
break and then continued the 
discussion in the same grain. 

Folsom finally said, ‘‘Since 
it becomes my sadduty, some- 
thing I regret to do, some- 
thing I hate to do, 1 am going 
to recommend to this council 
that Chief Johnston be dis- 
missed for improper handling 
of a felony case.’’ Then Folsom 
asked, ‘‘What response do I 
hear, if any?”’ 

Sharpless asked if it 
wouldn’t be more appropriate 
for the mayor to take what- 
ever action he desired, and 
then let the council act on 
that. Folsom said he had made

Folsom said the council could 
fire Johnston, suspend him, or 
forget it. 


During a round and round 
discussion trying to clearify 
just what Folsom was recom- 
mending, Circuit Judge Terry 
Butts entered the meeting. 

Butts said he was called 
and asked to come and clear- 
ify what the mayor had asked 
earlier involving the case. 
Butts noted that he doubted 
there was anyone in the room 
who wouldn't be sympathetic 
to the Blacks or to what hap- 
pened. Butts pointed out that 
to arrest, you must have pro- 
bable cause, and that his un- 
derstanding was that Johnston 
didn’t have probable cause at 
that time. Butts also said, 
“He would not deny that John- 
ston was not only a scholar 
and a gentleman, but also a 
Christian. He can find a job 
anywhere he wants one, because 
he is by all admissions of 
anyone who has ever dealt with 
him in a position of au- 
thority, one of the finest law 
enforcement Officials in this 
part of the country, and I would 
dare say in the state of Ala- 
bama.’’ 

Butts then responded to a 
statement by Folsom say- 
ing, ‘‘I don’t think you, this

or anyone has the right to try

When Butts noted that there 
were facts in the case not 
known to those not involved 
in law enforcement that could 
not be brought out, Folsom 
stated that he knew less about 
the case than anyone.
